DECIDED STAND 
AGAINST POLICY 
OF MOUNTFORD 


Not Opposed to Organization 
in Vaudeville Ranks 


But Lockout Is Inevitabie if 
White Rats’ Organizer 


Attempts To Put Into Effect 
the ‘‘Closed Shop’’ 


New York, March 6.—So far as the 
vaudeville powers are concerned the 
deathknell has been sounded for Harry 
Mountford, international organizer and 
secretary-treasurer of the White Rats 
Actors’ Union of America. The “closed 
shop" policies advocated by the agi- 
tator have reached such proportions 
that the vaudeville managers through- 
out the entire country have been 
aroused to action, and rather than ac- 
cede to any such preposterous demands 
they will, at the first sign of further 
activity along these lines, institute a 
lockout, to embrace every vaudeville 
theater in the country. 


Thus far the vaudeville managers 
have been on the defensive, but mat- 
ters have reached a point where tol- 
erance of the agitator’s policies and 
methods is no longer possible, and 
while they are making no threats to 
precipitate a crisis, the managers are 
unanimous in their stand that at the 
first indication of insurrection on the 
part of the White Rats they will force 
a blockade unlike anything hitherto 
attempted in the vaudeville history of 
the United States. 


Following up the meeting of a week 
ago Friday, when the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association was re- 
organized for defensive purposes, the 
New England Vaudeville Managers’ 
Protective Association, embracing all 
of the New England States, met last 
Wednesday in Boston, and after dis- 
cussing White Rat affairs voted unani- 
mously to work in harmony with the 
Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation in the fight to forever preclude 
any possibility of the proposed “closed 
shop” for vaudeville. A similar asso- 
elation is now forming In Chicago, and 
while practically every vaudeville, 
burlesque and circus manager of any 
importance, including both large and 
small time, already ts identified with 
the main organization, it is planned 
to leave no stone unturned to have 
organization for preparedness against 
the present White Rat plans. 

The vaudeville managers insist they 
are not attempting to do anything to 
hurt the actor, and that they are not 
against organization in the vaudeville 
ranks, but they are strongly and unal- 
terably opposed to unionism, so far 
as it affects the vaudeville actor, and

Tour Through South and Mid-

New York, March 6.—William A. 
Brady asserts the spoken drama is 
coming back. In an interview given 
at his office in The Playhouse a day 
or so ago this energetic theatrical 
manager had a number of very in- 
teresting thoughts to express covering 
the present and future situation be- 
fore the public of both the legitimate 
and the motion picture drama. 

Brady, who has just returned from 
a four weeks’ trip through the South 
and Middle West, is optimistic re- 
garding both the stage and screen.

MOTION PICTURE 
BOARD DECISION 
IN DREWS’ CASE 
SUSTAINS METRO 


Charges Made by Vitagraph 
That Former Lured Players 


From Their Verbal Agreement 
With Latter Are Quickly 


Refuted to the Satisfaction of 
Members Hearing Case 


New York, March 3.—A decision re- 
cently made by the Motion Picture 
Board of Trade of America in the 
consideration of the charges brought 
by the Vitagraph Company of America 
against the Metro Pictures Corpora- 
tion tends to show to what particu- 
larly useful ends the Board may be 
applied, and, perhaps as much as any 
other one current happening, amply 
justifies the existence of this trade 
organization. 

The decision had to do with the 
signing by Sidney and Mrs. Drew of a 
contract with the Metro corporation 
to appear in photoplays for them. 

The charges presented by Albert E. 
Smith, as treasurer of the Vitagraph 
Company, set forth that the Metro 
Pictures Corporation, in signing the 
Drews, acted in violation of the by- 
laws of the Board of Trade, in that 
they had been guilty of conduct 
against the best interests of the indus- 
try and the Board of Trade. It was 
charged by Vitagraph that Metro had 
lured the Drews from Vitagraph, and 
that if it had not been for Metro the 
Drews would still be making comedies 
for the former. These charges were 
made in January, shortly after the 
Drews signed the Metro contract for 
two years, but they were not brought 
to a hearing, owing to postponements 
on both sides, until March 10. Ata 
hearing in the rooms of the Board of 
Trade of America the executive sec- 
retary of the Board of Trade, J. W. 
Binder, presided, and J. Stuart Black- 
ton and Walter W. Irwin, of the Vita- 
graph Company, appeared as com- 
plainant and attorney respectively 
rather than as directors of the Board 
of Trade. Present also were A. E. 
Smith, Cyrus Tewnsend Brady and Jas- 
per Brady in behalf of Vitagraph. 
Metro was represented by President 
Richard A. Rowland, Treasurer Joseph 
W. Engel, J. Robert Rubin, general 
counsel; Sidney Drew and Bernard 
Fineman, the agent who represented 
Drew in negotiating with Metro. 

Blackton and Smith testified they 
had no written contract with Drew, 
but claimed a verbal understanding 
binding Drew for a year. They said 
Drew had informed them that he had 
not given Vitagraph a chance to

New York, March 5.—New York is 
about to witness another legal con- 
troversy over the right of theaters to 
give Sunday performances, under the 
guise of so-called concerts. This 
time it is the Hippodrome, which has 
been gathering a large share of the 
Sunday evening business, which will 
have to bear the brunt of the legal 
proceedings. 

A suit to test the ordinance prohib- 
iting certain theatrical performances 
on Sunday was instituted last Wednes- 
day by the Corporation Counsel of the 
City of New York against the New 
York Hippodrome Corporation. The 
statute under which the suit is insti- 
tuted provides a penalty of $500 for 
each offense, and, in case of convic- 
tion, the license held by the defend- 
ant is canceled automatically. 


In the suit just instituted against 
the Hippodrome Company the alleged 
violation of the Sunday law is stated 
to have occurred on February 20, that 
being the date on which Charlie 
Chaplin appeared as the big feature 
on the Hippodrome program. The 
complaint upon which the suit is 
based alleges that the Hippodrome 
corporation on that specific date con- 
ducted a performance that was neither 


sacred, educational nor any of the 
other kinds of entertainment permitted

VAUDEVILLE NOW A FINE ART 


That the various factors who conduct what is called modern vaudeville 
on its business side are in perfect harmony to protect their vast interests in any 
menace of an upheaval between stage folk and those who employ them is 
proved by the alacrity with which the competing managers responded to the 
call for organization. 

No one expects the birth of a gigantic trust. What may be looked for is 
a complete organization of the amusement field covering every phase of en- 
tertainment. There is not the slightest fear of any “strike” among the men 
and women who represent what vaudeville really stands for, because never in 
the world’s history has vaudeville of the better class profited the salaried 
element to the extent it does today. 

And even if conditions were less favorable to the actor than they are now 
any effort to deal with stage talent as a commodity must fail. There are 
three times as many actors seeking engagements as are able to procure them, 
and it is this very fact which provides the greatest weapon for those who seek 
to launch a period of strife. It will be well, too, to comprehend that any 
“strike” now would have to be on so colossal a scale as to probably completely 
alter the aspect of the American theater. 

This is so true that it is almost certain that managers are already plan- 
ning to provide for the advent of thousands of unknowns. Vaudeville is still 
suffering from the unknowns of the 1900 strike, and there are those who 
believe that the aspect of the theatrical profession has so altered in the last 
five years that any upheaval which would release a new crop of unknowns 
might well result in “‘a new show business.” 

The writer comes in contact with enough of vaudeville’s standard bearers 
to grasp at least the significance of any vital movement, yet it is a fact that 
the majority of the stars of the variety stage do not appear to have the least 
interest in any strife. As for the countless rank and file of vaudeville that is 
a different matter, but let us not forget that the effort to deal with artists as 
laborers has created an overwhelmingly crowded theatrical profession. It 
was the accidental “fluke” which created the employment agency law which 
did more to lower, temporarily, the standard of vaudeville than all else. 

That there is a problem to be solved among low-salaried performers is 
not denied, but the writer is not sure that in the solution of it a new theatrical 
profession will not be born. It is inconceivable that with the world’s greatest 
players and singers now artistically entrenched on the vaudeville stage that 
such artists can have anything in common with labor unions which seek 
to dictate the destiny of what has long since been accepted as a truly fine art. 


FREAK PERFORMANCES 


Between Charles Dillingham and Mark Luescher in their efforts to con- 
tinue their astonishing record with the Hippodrome Sunday concerts one 
can expect almost anything. Last season the Hippodrome was not open one 
Sunday out of four, but this season an empty seat has been a rare spectacle. 

After the Charley Chaplin scoop, one of the best feats of showmanship in 
years, it was to be expected that Luescher would try to secure even more 
novel and surprising features for the Sunday entertainments. The latest 
scheme is to present a complete motion picture play before an audience, that 
is to say, a scenario is to be written at seven o’clock in a special studio in the 
Hippodrome. At eight o'clock the picture will be rehearsed with a dozen 
stars of world-wide reputation enacting the roles for the screen. 

Two hours later the picture will be shown before the Hippodrome audi- 
ence. The date for this novelty, which will be for the Actors’ Fund Benefit, 
has not as yet been announced, but it will surely attract another such audience 
as Chaplin did. Nevertheless it is a great mistake to undertake these “freak” 
performances even for charity. 

It would pay the important interests in the motion picture field much 
better to contribute the five thousand dollars themselves, for the reason that 
such exposes of the tricks of the film trade are far from constructive in artistic 
results. Moreover, it has been repeatedly proved that the less the public 
knows about the phenomena which obtains in the film studio the better it 
will be for the industry. 

In the case of Chaplin undoubtedly the scheme of his personal appear- 
ance was an elaborate plan to “put over” the final phase of his publicity 
stunt which netted him a contract for more money than was ever even 
“promised” to a public favorite in the world’s history. 

But Chaplin, as late as the Sunday in which he was announced, was so 
reluctant to appear that he offered to contribute the $2,000 in cash for the 
two actors’ charities if he could be spared the ordeal. As it happened Chaplin 
got away with it because the people began to laugh at the wrong time and 
person. Charley was a riot because he was Chaplin. Yet he promises that 
he will never repeat the performance. It was of course his trip from Los 
Angeles to the theatrical rialto which made his value as an attraction increase 
tenfold, but it was also because no one had ever seen him and because he 
does not look like the Chaplin of the screen. 

Perhaps when Chaplin's $650,000 contract has been completed we may 
expect another visit from him to Long Acre Square, but many things can 
happen in one year. In the meantime no one knows as well as Chaplin that

New York, Murch 6.—The blizzardy weather 
brought to the house an overwhelming attend- 
ance.

It would be a good idea if he 
would not announce at the opening of the 
sketch that he is a dramatic critic. The play- 
ers, Norman R. Fields and Mary Daniels, 
should go through their lines and situations 
paying no attention to the third member, The 
sketch is a novelty, and with a stronger finish 
would do well on any first-class bill. Ten min- 
otes, in three; two curtains. 

No. 4 Julian Rose had some difficulty in 
making his audience laugh. Most of his talk 
is of ancient vintage, and ninety per cent of 
the spectators knew Rose's monologue as well as 
he did himself. Sixteen minutes, in one; one 
bow. 

No. 5-—-Marion Morgan's Clasale Art Dancers, 
composed of seven well-formed girls, who go 
through gracefal stepping that ia artistic and 
effective.

is impossible to fix up a wage scale for actors. 4 
Harry claims that it is a few privileged ones that pull down the big salaries because 4 
The managers pay big salaries to the headliners 
We have a number of acts playing the small time that 
can make the stars sit up and take notice as far as their act is concerned, but could those 
fame small-time acts fill the houses if their names were put outside of the house in electric 


You can often go to one of our larger vaudeville houses and see an act that is getting 
$150 a week take more curtains than the star act, but at the same time it is the star 


Then again you can’t grade a performer's salary according to how hard he or she 
If you could, an act doing a monologue would get $100 while a strong man act 
would be entitled to $1,000, so that a wage scale for actors is an impossibility. 
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I was in England during the V. A. F. strike several years ago. That strike was for 
the benefit of the stars, but they got several hundred of the small acts to join, and after 
it was all over the stars and the scabs got the work while the smaller acts that joined 
to help the stars win got nothing, although it was their own fault, because a man with 
half an eye could see that no one but the stars would benefit by that strike, although 
they tried to make believe that the big acts went out on strike for the brotherly love of 
the smaller acts. 

If the White Rats want to show us what they can do, why don’t they let all those 
that want to, join them for $1.00. I am not putting the price at $1.00 because I am a 
cheap-skate and am afraid to part with a ten-spot, but I am putting the price at $1.00 for 
two reasons: First, because at $1.00 for entrance fee the Rats could get twelve to every 
one at $10.00, and second, they could enroll thousands at $1.00 where they can not at 
$10.00. With that small fee they could enroll every member of the profession and they 
could then do some good 

The actors could then close up every house in the country if they wished. But by 
going abead with only a few thousand members in the union and getting some of the 
managers to use nothing but White Rat acts, and some agents to book nothing but White 
Rat acts, they are not gaining anything; because tbere are thousands of acts that can 
not afford $5.00, let alone $10.00 to join a union, although they are willing to do so. When 
you stop the agent from booking them you are worse off than before, because with no work 
they have no money with which to join the union. 

But when you have the entrance fee so low that every member of the profession can 
join, you don't have to ask the agent or the manager to book or play White Rat acts, be- 
cause they have to play them, there's nothing else left for them to do. 

If the stars are too proud to join the union they don’t have to, but when every act 
leaves the bill because one of the smaller acts was not treated right, then what chance 
does the star stand. The public is not going to pay 75 cents for one act, and the man- 
agers can't each get an all-star bill, because there are not enough stars. What could the 
White Rats do but win? 

Going back to Mr. Van's letter he states that when he joined the White Rats he had 
to have twelve members of the profession, who bad personally viewed the act, to sign 
his application, but later when the bars were down they were herded in like sheep, and 
you got your betton for $10.00, regardless of artistic merit. 

To bell with artistic merit. It's members a union wants. That’s where one of the 
troubles with the White Rats was. They tried to run a union like no other in the world 
was ron and you see the beautiful finish. 

Take any union that is a success. What makes it a success? What helps it to win 
its strikes? Not because some of the members are better at their line of work than others. 
No, because of its large membership, because when that union shuts down there is no one 
else to do the job; of course, they do drum up a few scabs in some of the trade union 
atrikes, but in the theatrical profession, can you pick a man up off the street and give 
him a few songs and a stick of paint, and tell him to go to the Palace and do an act? 

1 would like to have Harry Mountford’s job right now, and if I couldn't build up a 
union as strong as any of the trade unions | would eat my own hat, and then every mem- 
ber’s in the union (if they would let me). But, first kick out the old bunch that put the 
White Rats on the bum, start out with a new broom instead of commercialism, and let's 
bave brotherly love for the motto and live up to it. 

Don't get mad because an act is bum and he or she belongs to your union. Just think 
how rotten you were when you started in the game. 

Start out with a new principle, new laws. Harry Mountford, you are all right, and 
the boys and girls would be pleased to have you at the head of their union, but pull away 
from the old bunch. Let's hear what you have to say through a white paper, The Billboarf, 
as Billyboy is for the actor in every shape and form; its pages are open for your side of 
the story, so ‘“‘why don't you say something?’ BILLY E. WAITE,

Editorial Comment 


BUSINESS 


Generally good business conditions 
throughout the country are reflected 
in reports of Federal Reserve agents 
made public last week by the Federal 
Reserve Board. 


Taken as an entirety the reports 
show a condition of business activity 
surpassing that of any year since 1905, 
while the optimistic attitude assumed 
by merchants and manufacturers in 
all sections of the country presages a 
continuation, and even a betterment, 
of the prevailing conditions. 


This is substantiated by the orders 
now pouring in upon manufacturers 
of various lines. More mills are now 
operating on day and night sched- 
ules than was the case at any time 
during the past ten years.

Thousands of dollars were expended 
by the various film manufacturing 
companies at the screen club and ex- 
hibitors’ ball in Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York, recently, to exploit 
the various stars and products of the 
concerns. To be sure it made a very 
interesting spectacle for the ten or 
twelve thousand people who were in 
attendance, but the big question comes 
up—What’s the use? Was there any 
direct benefit from a publicity stand- 
point derived by this enormous outlay? 
We are willing to wager that not one 
in one hundred, aye a thousand, of 
those who witnessed the various 
“stunts” would be able today to recall 
just what the “stunt” consisted of. 
Furthermore, the ten thousand peo- 
ple who made up the ball were, in a 
large majority, persons actively en- 
gaged in the film industry, and had 
no interest in what was going on other 
than what their own individual com- 
pany was doing. The remainder of 
the crowd, granted they were “movie 
fans,”’ are but a drop in the bucket 
compared with the ten or twenty mil- 
lions of picture devotees throughout 
the country, and it seems like a need- 
less waste of good, hard-earned dol- 
lars to stage the elaborate spectacles, 


But no one can doubt that The 
Times will be glad to settle the con- 
troversy, and the Shuberts as well. 
The only problem now is the disposi- 
tion of Mr. Woollcott, and the Shu- 
berts having scored an emphatic vic- 
tory—empty as it was in material 
sense—can now aftord to declare 
peace.

Armando C. Fouche sends the following from 
San Francisco: ‘l wish to report that a Mex- 
jean refugee family brought me the last greet- 
ings of ex-Cowboy Tom O'Hara (Tomaso Ujara 
in Spanish), who was killed during the soldiers’ 
riot in Cindad Juarez, Mexico, recently. Two 
seasons ago he was with the 101 Ranch Wild 
West Show; be was also formerly with the Two 
Bills Shows. Everybody who knew him is hereby 
requested to bless his soul. He was big-hearted, 
restless, always ready to help the needy and 
belonged to the kind of men who roam the 
earth, sword, carbine and machete in hand, 
fighting the battles of an alien people, for 
money, or to ald an oppressed nation, but more 
often led on by a lust for adventures. | knew 
him when he first entered Juares with Captain 
Ashton'’s American Sharpshooters in May, 1911. 
While buying stock in June, 1910, I had met 
him first at Chester Park, Cincinnati, 0. He 
was then employed with Holmes’ Wild West, 
and when it closed he made his headquarters 
at the old Billboard office on Elm street. When 
I conducted a general merchandise store in 
Calle de Comerco I met him again. He really 
stood guard in front of my house for a few 
days, but he was soon off with his regiment 
which went southward, thus fighting in suc- 
cession for Madero, Orozco, Carranza and Villa. 
I saw him last in May in Las Casas Grandes, 
Mexico. In June he again worked for the 101 
Ranch Wild West Show at the Exposition in 
San Francisco. In August he went back to 
General Villa. 


“They buried the boy by the river, 
A blanket over his face;

“Be kind enough to publish these details, as 
bis parents are still living somewhere in Texas.

“Have beard much talk about the size of forks 
that should be used at a bucking horse riding 
contest. Now, I think that as bronch busters 
of the past ten years, all over the country, seem 
to have adopted the habit of riding with a 
wider fork saddle than was formerly used, and 
as there are several. although a number below 
the majority, who still ride in twelve and four- 
teen-inch fork saddles, that it would be a good 
thing to limit the width of saddle forks at a 
contest not to exceed fifteen inches. Then 
should there be some of the boys contesting who 
ride a twelve-inch fork tree they should be 
given credit for the difference in averaging up 
their points, as it only stands to common sense 
that a boy who can sit a bronk slick and clean 
in a narrow forked saddle, deserves more credit 
than one who has to use a sixteen-inch swell 
fork to do the same job. In this way the limit 
would be fifteen-inch forks, and in my opinion 
any one that requires a wider fork saddle to 
ride a bronk In has no business trying to pass 
himself off as a real bronk rider in fast com- 
pany. The reason I write this is to see what

The open- 
ing night races were witnessed by some 2.500 
skating enthusiasts who enjoyed the entire pro- 
ram. Fred Robson, of Toronto, who can right- 
be called the Honus Wagner of the skating 
game, is defying Father Time by showing he is 
still there with his speed. Fred skated sixty 
ards, paced by G. P. Pickering of Paterson, 
. J. ip six seconds flat. The summaries for 
the first night are ax follows: Quarter mile, 
Ben O'Sicky, of Cleveland, first; John Hoernig, 
of Cleveland, second, and Harry Cody, of To- 
ronto, international outdoor champion, third. 
The time was 372-5. The final of the two-mile 
was rather a spectacular race filled with thrills 
and tumbles. Rounding the turn of the last 
lap Ben O'Sicky and Harry Cody, who were 
leading, fell after Cody's skate caught into the 
corner block taking Ren down with him. Fisher, 
Apnten O'Sicky and Staff, who were trailing 
several yards in the rear, finished in the order 
pamed. The time was 6:17. W. G. Bratton, 
who is again taking up figure skating with a 
view of competing tn the werld's championships, 
gave a wonderful exhibition, which brought forth 
the greatest applause of the evening. In the 
second night’s racing the O'Sicky boys, of 
Cleveland, are credited with putting op an ex- 
hibition of team skating seldom seen on any 
rink.

New York, March 3.—The method pursued by 
Sol. L. Lesser in marketing Selig’s ten-act 
sereen version of Rex Beach's the Ne’er-Do- 
Well is an innovation in the handling of big 
feature attractions. In fact, it can be con- 
sidered pioneering an entirely new field for 
motion pictures. 

Heretofore the manufacturer has released his 
picture through a chain of offices and dis- 
tributing points, working large number of prints. 
Lesser is making bookings direct to the ex- 
hibiter from his New York office. Through this 
arrangement protection is given to big theaters 
that plas this attraction so that they can in- 


crease their price of admission without fear 
that a competitive house will advertise the at- 
traction as ‘‘coming.”’ 

A special publicity Gepartment has been or- 
ganized for the purpose of directly working 
with the big theaters as soon as booking is 
made. Newspaper publicity that reaches the 
public is largely utilized. 

Very little territory has been disposed of 
on the State rights basis. The only territory 
being sold is where offers are of sufficient mone- 
tary value to justify disposal of the territory 
rather than book to the exbibitor direct. 


MARY FULLER, HUNTRESS 

New York, March 3.—Mary Fuller, having just 
completed Thrown to the Lions, the five-reel 
feature from the celebrated book of the same 
name by Wallace Irwin, has started on Vera 
Tyler’s novel, The Huntress. Miss Fuller per- 
sonally feels that she should have started The 
Huntress first and thus have prepared herself 
for the ‘‘lion’’ picture.

Producing Big Films in South Africa 


New York, March 4.—Lorimer Johnston, well 
known as a producer of motion pictures, and 
his talented wife, Caroline Francis Cooke, have 
been in Natal, South Africa, for the last two 
months, making preparations for the filming of 
“a number cf important productions for the 
African Film Productions, Ltd. Writing to 
Robert Grau, in New York, Mr. Johnston says, 
in part: 

“I am fully convinced that here I will do the 
real work of my life in the production of pic- 
tures. I found all ready on my arrival—that 1s, 
olfices and equipment—studios started, and by 
the end of February we will have a plant that 
will compare more than favorably with 90 per 
cent of our American studios. I am building 
a studios here in Johannesburg, 90 by 60 feet, 
buildings to contain twenty-four dressing rooms 
and all the necessary buildings for scenic con- 
struction, carpenters, modelers, costume depart- 
ment, etc. The buildings will be of concrete 
and stone, and decorative to the landscape 1n- 
stead of a detriment, as so many of our studio 
‘shacks’ are at home. 

“I nave written a two-reel story of Johannes- 
burg and the Mines, which I call A Story of the 
Rand, which will be finished within a week; 
then I start in earnest on ‘big things.’ 

“We have a contract with Sir Rider Haggard, 
and shall produce King Selomon’s Mines, com- 
bined with Allan Quartermain. This will be a 
feature in five reels. I will use all the wonder- 
ful locations described by Haggard, including 
the Congo caves at Oudtshoorn, the most won- 
derful caves in the world, 

“Have also made arrangements to film The 


‘Story of an African Farm, by Olive Schreiner; 


then a Zulu picture of five reels, Dingaan, In 
which © will actually use 10,000 natives, show- 
ing their peace aud war dances, then the fight: 
show them attacking the Boer Trekkers as they 
did in 1838. These scenes will be taken at 
Wenan and Blood River on the actual spot where 
the fight ovcurred. 

“Our company is backed by unlimited capital, 
and, having absolute power, I am going to pro- 
duce real stuff. The more I have seen of Africa, 
the more I am convinced of the great possibilli- 
ties for cinema art."’

EXHIBITORS CONDEMN 
PROPOSED CENSORSHIP LAW 


New York State League,in Convention at Al- 
bany, Records Vote Opposing Ahern 
Bill—Sunday Shows Favored. 


Albany, N. Y., March 3.—The Ahern censor- 
ship bill was strongly condemned at the fourth 
annual convention of the New York State League 
ef Motion Picture Exhibitors, which closed a 
two days’ session at the Ten Eyck Hotel to 
sight. There were about 400 delegates in at- 
tendance, representing 2,000 theaters. 

Public opinion and present laws are sufficient 
to deal with objectionable films, and each com- 
munity should regulate its own pictures, were 
the convictions oftenest expressed The child 
problem, the excuse for censorship, it is de- 
clared, is being solved by the educational movies 
in all cities of the State. 

The convention went on record as favoring 
the present State law, which does not probibit 
the opening of motion picture theaters Sundays, 
and condemned the action of the cities of Al- 
bany and Yonkers in requiring Sunday closing 
by local ordinances. 

President Lee A. Ochs, of New York, called 
the meeting to order, and the convention officers 
selected were: Samuel H. Trigger, of New York, 
vice-president of the national organization, 
chairman; secretary, L. A. Buettner, of Cohoes; 
treasurer, W. H. Linton, of Little Falls. Fred- 
erick J. Herrington, of Pittsburg, Pa., president 
of the national League, was the principal 
speaker at the banquet that closed the cunven- 
tion. He urged the creation of a bureau, na- 
tional in scope, de- 
signed to meet the 
needs of motion ptc- 
ture men, and the 
appointment of an 
organizer to bring 
motion picture inter- 
ests into closer affill- 
ation. ‘The Ahern 
censorship bill 
would mean that 
two men and one 
woman would regu- 
late the morals of 
8,000,000 people,” 
he declared.

A remarkably interesting feature is this Blue- 
bird release, in which Hobart Bosworth, that 
truly wonderful delineator of character roles, is 
starred. It is somewhat of a novelty as regaras 
photography in that aside from two minor scenes 
every incident is laid in the open, with the re- 
sult that some exceptionally fine exteriors have 
been provided.

He smuggies 
himself to Yucatan, where his wife and daughter 
bave been taken, and, when the former stabs 
herself after the child's death from fever, and 
to escape the attentions of Flores, the Indian 
chieftan makes his escape, aides the revolu- 
tionists In an uprising and plunges his dagger 
Into the heart of the Mexican General respon- 
sible for hia misery. The details are cleverly 
worked out, with plenty of action and realism, 
the whole combining to provide a most admir- 
able feature.—EDDIE.

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PORTER’S SOUTH AMERICAN 
JOURNEY DECLARED SUCCESS 


Representative of Famous Players and Jesse L. 


Lasky Companies Returns With Encouraging 
News of Opportunities For Sale There of 
United-States-Made Film Subjects 


New York, March 4.—The world-wide popu- 
larity of Famous Players and Lasky stars and 
productions, and the fact that they are known 
as well in Europe, South Africa and Australia 
as they are in the United States, led the pro- 
docers to combine in seeking the only rich field 
which has remained, to a great extent, un- 
touched by American film men, and, therefore, 
they sent E. M. Porter to South America on a 
several months’ journey as their special repre- 
fentative. The films produced by both of these 
organizations are released in England, which, 
under normal conditions, includes all Europe, 
by the Famous Players Film Company, Ltd., ana 
in Canada by the Famous Players Film Servce, 
Ltd., the Paramount Pictures Corperation being 
the distributors for the United States. 


On his return a few days ago Porter stated 
that the American producer has a great many 
ill-founded illusions concerning the film condition 
in South America which must be eliminated 
before he can adequately cope with the situation 
there. 

“During the course of my stay in South 
America I visited most of the principal cities 
on the Atlantic Coast,’ said Porter in discussing 
his trip, ‘including Rio de Janeiro, Buenos 
Aires, Santos, Sao Paulo, Montevido, Bahia 
and Kosario, and I can safely say that the 
average motion picture theater in these cities 
compares very favorably with the houses in the 
United States. One of the peculiar things about 
Argentine is the fact that there are more 
‘cinema bars’ than theaters. These ‘bars’ are 
cufes in which films are exhibited, and these 
replace the usual theater in many towns outside 
ef Buenos Aires especially. Another peculiar 
Argentine custom consists in dividing the per- 
formances into four sections, each rvnning an 
hour. When you purchase your ticket you state 
whether it is for the four settions, or, if you 
desire simply to drop into the theater for an 
hour, you buy a ticket for one section. Each of 
these sections consumes about one hour’s time. 
But the performance seems longer than that 
because the managers there divide a reel which 
we ordinarily term a ‘single reel’ into three 
parts. ‘The lights are flashed up for an instant, 
and the spectator has the unconecious impression 
that the performance is longer than is really 
the case. This attempt to create the impression 
of greater length films proves conclusively that 
the time is ripe for the exploitation of four 
and five-reel features. 

“In Brazil the very interesting custom obtains 
of having a huge lobby in the first-class thea- 
ters. Here the patrons sit and listen to an 
excellent orchestra if they arrive during the 
middle of a performance, as they are not per- 
mitted to enter the house proper while the show 
is in progress.” 

Porter took the occasion to introduce several 
Famous Players and 
Lasky productions to 
the theater man- 
agers.

FILM PROPAGANDA UNWISE 


Executive Head California Motion Pic- 
ture Corporation Indicates Where- 
in Mistakes Are Made in Effort 
To Emphasize Morals 


San Rafael, Cal, March 3.—An obvious at- 
tempt to preach through films is, in the opinion 
of Alex. E. Beyfuss, general manager of the 
California Motion Picture Corporation, a mis- 
take, not only through ruining a production as 
an entertainment, but also by destroying its ef- 
fectiveness as a moral medicm. 

“I do not mean,” explains Beyfuss, ‘‘that a 
producer should not have a regard for the moral 
effect of his picture upon the public. I most 
certainly belicve that he shovld. The point I 
would make is this: Just so soon as a producer 
comes out with an announced propaganda, just 
s0 soon does he defeat his own end. He at 
ence marks bimself as a propagandist. The 
public knows that he is trying to establish a 
point, and he will, consequently, try to make 
the scenes of his pictures subserve this purpose. 
They will feel that instead of seeing life in ita 
fullness they are viewing only those very few 
instances of it that contribute apparently to 
the lesson that the producer would teach, and 
that any moral to be drawn from it is con- 
sequently of a particular rather than an unt- 
verrzal application. 

“Motion pictures can be a medinm for good 
only so far as they mirror all life, impartially, 
and, perhaps, ruthlessly; and then let the spec- 
tator draw his own conclueion and profit from 
his own dednetions. The ethics that a man 
gerners from his own observations and phrases 
in his own words are the poignant kind that 
stick with him tong after the moral precept he 
has read in some book or heard from some 
sermon ia forgotten. 

“In anch features as Beatriz Michelena. in 
The Unwritten Law, we feel that we have

Views Of Censorship Laws 


New Rochelle Manufacturer of 
Motion Pictures Points Out 
Inconsistencies in Them 


New Rochelle, N. Y¥., March 6.—For origina) 
thought to which be gives expression only at 
too rare intervals, Edwin Thanhouser bas long 
been known to the industry. It is his general 
piinciple to say very Little on all occasions, but 
when he does get wrought up on a subject he 
can usually be relied upon for something unique, 
enlightening and decisive. In a statement made 
at the request of a committee of New York ex 
Libitors, who are about to take up the Albany 
censorship fight, Thanhouser scored a point which 
apparently nobody as yet has thought of, and 
it makes legal censorship look impossible from 
“nb operative point of view. 

“I think that any judge deciding the ques- 
tion,”’ says Thanhouser, ‘will agree with me 
that to photograph an illegal deed and produce 
it for exhibition, is no greater crime than the 
committing of the actual deed. That's simple. 
If the censors take exception, under Federal 
law, to a scene in the picture, the enactment 
of that scene is just as much a crime as ite 
portrayal on the film. That being the case, the 
men who are charged to enforce the law, must, 
in all consistency, see that nothing objectionable 
is enacted. This means a pretty state of affairs 
in the studios. Imagine a minion of the law 
stationed in the studio to see that nothing is 
done at which the lawmakers might raise their 
eyebrows. Every company gving out on ex- 
teriors will have to carry an added passenger 
in the form of a Federal or State representative. 
He will have to stand next to the director, and, 
in order for the director to avoid arrest, the 
officer will have to be given an account of the 
scene about to be enacted. Said officer will then 
weigh it carefully in his mind, look up his 
precedents and rulings, and decide whetber the 
scene shall go on. If for any reason it should 
be impossible for him to decide on the spot, the 
director will have to postpone his work until 
the guardian of the people's morals can go to 
Albany or Washington for a ruling on the scene. 
This might seem far-fetched, but it seems to me 
to be exactly what we are bound for in all this 
censorship agitation. 

“It is unfair that a film maker be not given 
definite, technical information as to what will 
be allowed and what not, under censorship laws. 
For instance, the Interstate commerce law deaig- 
hetes specifically every act or deed which may 
be considered a violation of the law. I believe 
that there ts no intention on the part of those 
favoring censorship te draw up such a schedule. 
I grant that it is a very difficult task for them 
to do so; at the same time, with it, the law 
remains absolutely incomplete and unfair, judg. 
ing by all the various plana I have read. The 
element of discretion in rulings exists in most 
laws that are made, bat I don't believe that 
the atatute books of the country contain a law 
in which the element of discretion works greater 
hardships on a class of citizens than the pro 
Posed censorship Laws. 

“Consistency is a beautiful thing. The aim 
of law and regulation is to make things con- 
sistent, but if our pro-censorship friends should 
by any chance succeed, the necessity of con- 
sistency will constitute a bite much larger than 
they can chew. The presence of a censor in a 
studio will tbe the next step to a nice little 
Siberia of our own for all offending scenario 
writers, actors, directors and film producera.

When taken into 
vaudeville and later into Wild West shows as @ 
special feature attraction he was the direct 
meane of supporting more people and of buildin; 
up one of the best, while not the largest, Wi 

est shows ever exhibited in any hippodrome 
or on any fair grounds. He never had to have 
his expenses paid to Europe, and, like all real 
Americans, preferred to see this country first, 

ie did by going from Canada on the north, 
bh co on the south, to San Francisco on the 
west and the Philadelphia on the east; going to 
Europe never added anything to any act or horse. 
Columbus never was a frost or a has-been up to 
the time of his demise. He died by being canght 
im @ fire. He sure deserved a better end. He 
was laid away in the center field of the Au 
gosta (Ga.) Fair grounds, second only to a 
human being, by California Frank and he com- 
pany, all of whom mourned his death. In his 
time there was no horse to compare with him. 
Joe Bailey, of course, was a goml horse, but he 
was so far inferior to good old Columbus that 
it would only be a waste of valuable time to at- 
tempt a comparison.

in cities like New York, Chicago, Philadelphia 
end Boston, but in the smaller towns and  1t- 
ies during the last twelve months it was nearly 
wiped out in the tremendous spread of motion 
pictures. It may be recalled that I predictea 
two years ago this condition would come, also 
that I stated at that time that there would 
come a still darker outlook for the legitimate 
theater unless conditions changed. They have 
changed. While one-night stands and many 
cities and towns where theatrical attractions 
used to play for three days or a week went 
over entirely, or almost entirely, to motion pic- 
tures, millions of theatregoers out through the 
country are again demanding that actors and 
actresses come to their stages in rson, that 
they may see them and actually feel their pres- 
ence. This demand has become so strong that 
next season the good plays which go out with 
competent casts are going to reap a harvest. 

This does not mean that interest in motion 
pictures is waning—on the contrary, it is 
&-owing—but now competition has become 80 
keen that only good films survive. A_ short 
time ago we had overproduction in the theater, 
and the public, surfeited with amusement, be- 
came most discrimdnating. Now the same 
condition prevails for motion pictures. The 
‘fans’ are hard to satisfy these days; they take 
only the highest quality of photo dramas, and 
let the others starve to death. Theatrical pro- 
ducers nearly ruined their business by sending 
out poor plays and shoddy productions. Now 
motion picture producers have made the same 
mistake by circulating inferior films. Inde- 
cent plays hurt the theater. Sensational, lurid 
and filthy subjects have piayed havoc with 
the vogue of motion pictures; they have driven 
away many of the best patrons of picture 
houses. 

“So the time has arrived for the legitimate 
theater to come back into its own, But it must 
come without the weakness which left it open 
to the attacks of the ‘movies.’ There won't be 
any more No. 2, 3 and 4 companies of New York 


successes. It will have to be the real thing, 
either on the stage or on the screen. There 
must be good plays and good casts to satisfy 
the so-called ‘rube,’ who is really much more 
eareful about his amusement than the so-called 
‘wise’ first-nighter of Broadway. The great 
public—I'm speaking now of the country at 
large—is more critical than ever before, but 
with typical American spirit it is just as will- 
ing to be amused as ever, and for the mere sake 
of variety alone, after many, many motion pic- 
tures, it is keener than it has been in a long 
time to see legitimate plays. That is the op- 
portunity of the theatrical producer. 

“As evidence of my faith I am announcing a 
busy spring season for myself. tween now 
and June 1 I shall produce for the legitimate 
theater six new plays. One, entitled The Man 
Who Came Back, is by Jules Eckert Goodman. 
Another by Burton R. Stevenson, Little Com- 
rade, is a comedy in which Alice Brady will 
play the feature part. Two among the others 
are Counting the Cost by George Broadhurst, and 
a drama by Owen Davis, as yet nuuamed. All 
of these wiil be given trial productions out- 
side of the city, preparatory to their appear- 
ance in New York next autumn. 

*‘As for motion pictures I think the future 
holds age promise for them also. I am ex- 
tensively interested in the manufacture of filme 
myself, and expect to enlarge my activities 
therein very shortly. 

“The regular theatrical manager and the mo- 
tion picture promoter must come to a_ closer 
understanding. Their interests are alike, and 
the reforms that they can bring about by work- 
ing together will benefit them both. The buai- 
ness of providing entertainment on screen and 
stage will surely be helped immensely when the 
methods applied in other industries are put into 
operation. 

“But more business-like methods alone will 
not carry the theater forward. We have suffered 
even more from the lack of artistic work than 
we have from the lack of shrewd management. 
And one of the crying needs right now is for 
fine acting. Even gx acting is at a premium. 
We absolutely need young actors and actresses 
who will appear for reasonable salaries. They 
have had their heads turned by the price paid 
in stndios where producers were hysterically 

ng te outdo each other in extravagance. 

1 this has given actors an exaggerated idea 
of their value without increasing their respect 
for their profession or developing their abilities 
in that profession. You hear them say that 
motion picture work develops him. It doesn’t 
do more than teach them something about pan- 
tomime. In the meantime it is next to im- 

m ible to make up a competent cast for a 

ew York production at any fair price, and 
often it can't be done for any price at ail. 
Repertory is the only hope I can see.”

MAJOR DOYLE TELLS FACTS TO EN- 
LIGHTEN THE WHITE RATS 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 2, 1916. 
Editor The Billboard: 


Dear Sir—Il am very sorry to have to acknowledge that there is no hope for the actor 
at the present time in organization. 


The actor will not protect himself in his own organization, which is the first essential 
point for success in organization. 


If the members are afraid to talk at the meetings, ask questions and demand answers; 
and also afraid to disagree with those in control, they are a detriment to the organization 
and not of any assistance to their fellow-members. They are classed as ‘‘yes men,’’ be- 
cause no matter how right a brother member may be in his remarks, suggestions or mo- 
tions at the meetings, the ‘‘yes men’’ will always vote with those in control, po matter 
how wrong those in control may be, and therefore you can never expect to correct mistakes 
or abuses—and such are the conditions in the White Rats, and so they will continue, and 
therefore all hope is lost of the White Rats being any help to the members. 


Harry Mountford was forced out of his fat job four years ago. Did the members ever 
ask or find out why? 


Harry Mountford returns to his job, but it is not so fat. Did he tell the members 
why he was forced out? Did any member ask him on the floor why he was forced out? 
What did Mountford accomplish during the three years he was in? 


He tried to frighten all the actors, good, bad and indifferent, into the organization. 
He got a great many in with a ninety-day scare notice. But did that keep them in? They 
Were scared out again in less than thirty days. With all that money and all those thou- 
sands of members, what was accomplished? Did they take care of the sick or bury the 
dead? They did the same then as they are doing now—someone else pays the funeral ex- 
penses and then the organization parades behind and wants the credit. 


I want some one to tell or show me what Mountford ever did that was a success while 
he was in before. 


The actors’ joining the organization at that time was caused by the members all boost- 
ing, and that was before we ever beard there was a Harry Mountford. R. C. Mudge was 
in charge, and the best in the show business were coming in—a hundred or more every 
meeting. So it did not matter who we had; the performers all wanted to join. 


According to Mountford’s statements we had over nine thousand members and a bank 
roll of about $250,000; a money-making vaudeville paper called The Player, and an in- 
vestment fund that guaranteed six per cent. 


Did the wonderful Mountford accomplish anything that benefited all the members? 
All that 1 can remember him doing was attacking another theatrical sheet, attacking the 
leader of another vaudeville organization, and, last but not least, raising his own salary 
every few months. He also made expensive trips around the country and lived at the 
best hotels at our expense. What was the result? The members became diszusted and 
said that they were through. 


The books of The Player were Chinese puzzles, and the advertising solicitors bad a 
hard job to get their money. I know that Mountford had the Board pass a resolution not 
to let any member of the Board look at the booke of the W. R. A. U., and as I was the 
only one that did it was all done for my benefit. I was not a ‘‘yes man’’ for Harry 
Mountford. That was all the great Harry did; but it was enough for that bunch of sheep 
who did not have enough sand in them to protect their own organization. The Board 
then, for reasons which I know, changed the policy of the organization. Did they ask the 
members whether they could change it or not? Did the membera ask the 
Board why they were changing it? Did any one of them have the manhood to take the 
floor and demand that all the members have a vote as to whetber the policy should be 
chan zed? 

Why did the supposed actor's friend, Harry Mountford, sit at the meetings like a 
dummy? Did they have him hypnotized? You don’t suppose that Harry Mountford, after 


building his salary up and having a soft, fat job, was going to lose it and not open his 
mouth? You don’t know the man. 


Mr. Edward Esmonde was a member of the Board all that time and ever since. Has he 
told why they got rid of Mountford? Has he told what became of the $250,0007 If he 
claims that it is in the White Rat Building had they any legal right to put the funds 
of the order in there? He was one of the Board that was in charge when the organization 
was in distress and only had about six hundred members, and now be has the andacity and 
gall to run for president. And the members will vote for him and Mountford, the sup- 
posed fighter for the actor, agrees to it. 


White Rats, you should be proud of Esmonde ae yeur president. Many still remember 
when we went to Albany for the White Rat Bill. We asked Esmomle to go along. Did 
he go? No. He said he had to water his flowers. He always went to the White Rat Ball, 
and, as he and Mountford were friends, he generally got a prize. One time he was allotted 
second prize, but received the first prize—a seventy-five-dollar trunk. 


Well, actors, performers, six-day bicycle riders, wrestlers, masked marvels and 
sereen men, all members of the White Rats’ organization, the hand-writing on the wall 
says there is going to be another smash-up in Ratland, and all because the members will 
not run their own organization for their own benefit. The members of the White Rats 
have not the courage of their convictions. They prefer to be misled, and they fall for 
hot air, salve and A. B. C. bunk. 


White Rats, tell me, when you joined the organization did they put your names in big, 
black type in the paper? Did you get the applause and Iimelight? Some of you have paid 
the organization hundreds of dollars—nevertheless you are not noticed. Now along come 
six men; they pay about fifteen dollars each and Mountford has the organization go 
erazy over them. What is it all about? Who is Mountford trying to fool? These men 
are not in vaudeville; they cannot help you to get the results or dreams that you hope for. 


How can you expect managers to have any respect for you when you do not demand It of 
your organization? 


If Mountford can get you to rejoin by calling you cowards and parasites, and you 
show your yellow streak by digging up hard-earned colin and giving it to the same bunch 
you certainly put the actors in the boob class. All the managers will have to do now 
is to call you the same names and say they will not play you, and you would be running 
away from the organization—and you would have to run some to beat that bunch in control. 
Buttons and card-cases all over the street. So tell your adviser, Mountford, to stop kid- 
ding about closed shops, as the only closed shops you will see will be the ones that are 
closed against you. If you don’t take that pipe away from Mountford the White Rate 
will all be in the poor house. Mountford ts drawing a fat salary. You are not working. 
The European War has flooded this country with acts. There are ten acts to every one job. 
Many actors are starving, the managers are making more acts, and all because of this 
foolieh agitation of Mountford’s to get money to save that clubhouse. 


White Rats, if you insist on being White Rats, for your own and the orpranization’s 
benefit, do not send your April dues to New York. The White Rats has an International 
eharter, and therefore must have locale. Now, any local is as gaxl as New York, ff not 
better, so you pick out the local you want, and, when you know It fe established and 
handling its own funds, then, if you wish, send your money there. You will be a member 
of New York, Chicago, Boston and San Franciaco just the same. Harry Mountford on the 
New York Local cannot tell you where you should join, but Harry would Ike to get your 
money into the NewYorklLocal. They have dictated long enough. Now yon atart to 
dictate and keep your coin away, and then you can help the poor, distressed actor, and your 
local will prosper. 

Mr. Gompers and a committee, including a few of the Insurgents, are now investigating 
the White Rats, and if the White Rats retain their charter they will he forced to have 
these locals, and each local will have complete charve of its own affairs. So walt for 
that, as it is your only salvation, if there is any, at present. As far ae I am concerned, 
with Esmonde and Mountford at the head of the New York Local, I would not give them 
Mexican money. I cannot see anything but dark clouds, and it makes me langh to think 
that Mountford put Eddie Clark up for vice-president. Monntford cannot be right, or for 
right, when he wants Exmonde and Clark. I also note that many of the old crew are run- 
ning again. Don’t vote for them. 


Dear, good, loyal White Rats, if I have disturbed your sleep or apoiled your dreama, I 
fee] that I am doing right. I am in the know. and am only doing what I should to help 
the misled performers. For your welfare,

as planned by Mountford in bis ‘‘closed # 
policy, and it is Mountford and these policies 
that the managers are to fight. The managers 
are not opposed to the unlonizing of trades which 
can properly be made the subject of a union. 
They are in a state of preparedness; they are 

ready to takes actior at a moment's notice. 

But for the cool-beadedness of some of the 
more stuld managers, the meeting a week ago 
Friday would have brought about a lockout. A 
cumber of the managers present strongly advo- 
cated forcing the issue at that time, and, it 
Was only after counsel had been brought to bear 
on them that they acqulesed to a delay, pend- 
ing the outcome cf the White Rats’ election, 
and a termination of the plens new being con- 
ducted to institute labor unionism in the ranks, 

With practically every vaudeville manager 
from Maine to California, in addition to bur- 
lesque and circus wanagers, bound to an agree- 
ment to fight the “‘closed shop’’ policy to the 
bitter end, the White Rats find themselves face 
to face with a situation which only one step can 
remedy, and that is the disposition of the dis- 
turber from their ranks. It is and his 
drastic policies whieh the managers are deter- 
mined to fight, and they are Prepared to carry 
this fight on antil they have demonstrated for 
once and all that unionism, as fostered by the 
White Rats’ agitator, can never become a part 
of organized vaudeville.

negotiate because he did not feel that they 
were able to pay $75,000 the first year and 
$90,000 the second year for his services, the 
price he made to Metro, and which Metro ac- 
cepted. They also said that the day before 
Christmas Drew had seen both Blackton and 
Smith and wished them a very Merry Christmas 
and had not made any mention of the fact that 
he was soon to leave them. 


The Messrs. Rrady testified to the effect that 
Drew had told them how happy he wae in his 
employment with Vitagraph, and it was their 
cnderstanding that he would have remained 
with the Vitagraph for life if he had not been 
lured away by Metro. 


J. Robert Rubin, in behalf of Metro, asked 
that the charges be diamiesed because no case 
had been made out, but the directors, acting on 
the advice of the Board's counsel, William A. 
Seabury, withheld a decision and asked to hear 
Metro's side of the case. 


Sidney Drew testified that he had no contract 
whatever with the Vitagraph Company, and 
that he had given them two weeks’ notice, just 
as he would have expected two weeks’ notice in 
case his services had not been satisfactory. 
He also testified that he bad not been ap- 
proached by Metro, but that he offered his serv- 
lees to them and also that he had previously 
offered his services to the Paramount Pictures 
Corporation, and while they had agreed on the 
price they had been unable to come to an un- 
derstanding. He testified further that he bad 
made a similar offer through his agent, Bernard 
Fineman, to the Universal Company, bot that 


negotiations had not resulted in the signing of 
the contract. Drew was very emphatic in his 
insistence that he had no contract, either verbal 
or written, with the Vitagraph Company. Drew 
was followed by Fineman, who said that he had | 
approached Metro in behalf of Drew, and that | 
Metro had not approached him. 

Richard A. Rowland, at the request of Vita-| 
graph counsel, took the stand. He explained | 
that a number of players of the Vitagraph Com- | 
pany had approached the Metro, and, in fact, so 
many had come that Metro bad been bothered 
considerably by their importunities. He said 
plainly that Metro had been approached by Drew 
through his agent, and that Metro saw no rea- 
aon why it should consult the Vitagraph, or 
any other company, concerning a starswho was 
net under contract. 

After a fifteen-minute session the Board unani- 
mously concluded that the charges made against 
Metro had net been sustained.
